I confirm. In France, the situation is quite the same. 

2 millions of people have a CB, whereas we are only 20000 OMs. 

(As a reference, French population is about 55 millions people, therefore 
CB users are about 3 % of the whole, and radioamateurs about 0.03 % 


Another point I remarked while doing SWL, the age of the radioams seems to 
be quite higher than those of CBers. Whereas you find many young guys on the 
CB bands and but a few "full adults", the proportions seems to be reversed 
on the radio-ams bands. (At least in France) I don't count people doing CB 


for "utility purposes" (Traffic info), but only those with a base station. 


: While licensing requirements certainly help, it is not going to prevent 
: someone who has no respect for the license in the first place and just 
: wants to create havoc from getting a radio and getting on the air. 


Two-meters band was xrelativelyx protected up to now, but it seems to be 
increasingly polluted by "pirates". UHF seems to be still untouched. I wonder 
something. If it was mandatory to show the ham-licence when buying some 
equipement, wouldn't it eliminate some problems by avoiding jerks to buy 
transceivers ? 


: As far as new licensees joining the ranks, they must be trained in the 

: established procedures and taught by example. Ignoring, degrading, or 
criticizing them will not help. I think we can be much more successful by 

: welcoming, encouraging, and mentoring them. As for the malicious 

: troublemakers, I don't have a solution. 


Well, I am new into radio-ham (passed my exam one week ago, still waiting 
for my callsign), what shall I do ? In some French magazine,a famous national 
ham figure (F6EEM) replied that "Regardless of the French amateur reputation, 
it was maybe better to have hamers better skilled in technics than in QSOs 
instead of the contrary..." (Megahertz magazine) 

As far as I know, it's still better to have both :-)
